who saw him last week reports that Bobert:Sobukwe, the former 
chief of the now banned Pan African Congress, is in remarkable 
good shape, considering his isolation and long ordeal. 


He was jailed after Sharpeville, and spent nine years almost 
entirely alone, mostly on Robben Island, the prison colony off . 
the 6ape. He was let out a year ago unexpectedly, and now 
lives under close surveillence in the African location of the 
hot dry mining town of Kimberly. He hes recovered his health 
Since he first emerged; he has put on 20lbs and has lost a 
nervous habit of looking behind him; he hes got back his easy 
laugh, his warm manner and his articulate speech. He has the 
style as much of cn academic as of a politician, and he talks 
about current affairs with critical detachment, Under South 
African law, not a word of what he says can be quoted by the 
press."

On Nerch 21,,1960, led by our Great Leader, Mangaliso Sobukwe, 
we took the last steps along the path of non-violence, henco 
when we paid tribute to the wertyrs who fell during the 
Positive Action Canpaign at Sharpeville end other places we 
also saluted the comredes who blazed the early path of the 
aruod struzgle with pangas end fire at Paarl, Queenstown, 


Qeneta, Bushce Bridge, Krugersdorp end Ceto Manor. 


The Azanian people's fight for liberetion is sinilar to 
struggles for liberation thet heve bcen fought elsewhere in 

the world end for this reason the P.A.C. freedon fighters 

hewe closely studied the revolutionery:wars of Russia, China, 
Albania, Algeria, Cuba and Vietnam, Accordingly the cxperiences 
of these great struggics héeve providcd us with powerful 
theoretical erraunition, and this is being articulated to 

suit our own concrete conditions. 


Developing the struggle in the country-side 


The greatest lesson we have learnt is the importance of 
building guerills bases in the country-~side; this lesson ° 
emerges most strongly in the history of the great Chinese 
revolution, led by Chairmen Mao Factung., Facts on, the 
develonment, by PAC, of the struggle in the country-side are 
supyvorted by the persecution through arrests end imprisonment 
of several of our activists in places like Victoria West, 
Graaff Reinet, Molteno, Gamkaskop, Steinburg and Oudtshoorn. 


Yorkiig closely with the heavily oppressed peasents and farm 
labourers PAC activists are building bases in the country-side 
as launching pads for our guerilla forees. The concrete 
conditions in Azganie demand close co-ordination between 
fighters in the country-side end urban guerillas, if the 
cneny's large armed forces must be fully stretched, pinned 
down through armed ettacks in the rural areas and systematic 
denolition of his communications in the main towns and cities, 
before he is finslly wiped out.

That 
hc has sueceered to teke his ten year ordecl in its stride 
ond has never coztmromised on his principles, to, struggle for 
the total liberation of Azania, is indeed < remarkable feat 
and proves thet genuine leadership gquelity. It is these 
asscts which have endcared to the entire African people of 
Azenia. 


Sharpeville in other centres

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FACTS FROM AN INQUEST INTO THE DEATH 
OF IMAM HAROUN, ACCUSED OF VJORKING 
FOR P.A.C. AT HOME AND ABROAD 


Cape Town.-A member of the House of Parliament and leading 
South African newspapers nave called on the government to 
apnoint an authoritative judicial commission to investigate 
the circumstances that led to the death of the respected 
Moslem leader, Inam Abdulleh Haroun, who died whilst held 


under the Terrorism Act in Mcitland Police Station, alst 
September. 


The public outcry over the mysterious death of Imam Haroun 
revived cfter an unpopular verdict that he died of "natural 
causes" by a magistrate who admitted thet he could not 
determine how most of the injuries found in the exhumed body 
of the deceased were inflicted. The police claimed that 
Iman Haroun died efter slipping down = flight of stairs, 
ceusing his family lawyer to pose the pertinent questions: 
‘hat gymnastic feat would e falling men heve to perform 
to accomplish this?" The post-mortem had di-closed that 

the Imen's body had 26 bruises, a ha@natoma on his back, a 
broken seventh right rib end not a scratch on the buttocks 
of the man who wes supposcd to heave slipped down a flight 
of stairs. : 


The Cape Times seid in its editorial the morning after 

the conclusion of the inquest, on Merch 1ll:"It would be a 
mistake to attribute public anxiety to sentimentallity, 

to "humenism’ or to a civilise’ community's concern with 
iieas of abstract justice ... Je are leballicd bcfore the 

world as an authoritarian country which, in the name of 
security, has taken the right to throw pcople into gaol, 

to keep them there incommunincedo and for as long as: the 
police desire ... In these circumstances even.c political

Govt. pathologist agrees with family lawyer 

The decision of the ingucst magistratc, J.S.P. Kuhn, was 
predictable, as in all cases of this naturc the claims of 

the socurity police are invariably uphcld, but it went ageinst 
the best expert cvidenec available, from government pathologist 
Dr. T.G. Schwar and Cape Town University's scnior lecturer in

In his cvidence Dr. Helman said:"I personally think 
injuries were partly to blame for the patient's death",

The Pon Arriconist 
Consress has been openly eccuscd of "assisting subversive 
clenents', As a result o. nurmbcr of thc P.A.C.'s leading 
officiels et the Netional Hecdquarters herc have been arrested, 
along with members of the Basutoland Congress Party, which 

won the general clections.
